One of th ploneers of Grande 
Prairie passed away lag\yweek in the 
berson of James Lowe. The settle- 
ment is only in its infanoy, but its 
carflest members are disappearing. 

Jack Lowe, the rugged, hardy fig- 
ure, so familiar in all circles on the 
a. was laid at rest last Mon- 

Mr. Lowe was born at Huntley, Ab- 
erdeenshire, Scotland in 1863. He 
came to America in 1866 with his 
roother and father and settled in 
Minnesota, where they remained until 
1879. "They then moved on west to 
the Red River valley in North Da- 
kota where «carried on extensive farm- 
ing operations for 15 years. He and 

fami'y then came to Canada and 
resided at Stettler until 1911 when 
they went to Grand Pralrie. The! 
Scottish characters of industry, pluck 
end enterprise, which have been 80 
largely developed in the natives of 
that land, found a very fertile fie) 
in this instance. Mr. Lowe brought 
himself and family into a position of 
comfort, and he was able to ‘eave 
them with two sections of Jand well 
tilled and stocked in the famous part 
of Grande Prairie known as Scenic 
Heights. 

The advancement of the district and 
the change in the age is eeen in the 
fact that whereas Mr. Lowe came to 
the pioneer district in 2 wagon over 
virgin trails, the funeral procession 
from Scenic Hei~hts to Grande Praliie 
—a distance of 28 miles—conssted en- 
tirely of automobiles, 

The large attendance at the funera' 
Was an expression of the esteem of 
neighbors and friends for Mr. Lowe 
and family, and the large) part he 
took in social, businees and political 
affairs. 

In thege days of so many scattered 
families it is a fine tribute to the 
cordiality that existed in the Lowe 
family and the advantage that they 
saw would be reaped by all if they 
worked together at home.

Sohn G., William M., James G., Mar- 
garet, George, Nettie, Alexander and 
Jean, while Nellie (Mrs. Anderson)
